WASHnroTON, Ang. S4—The president 
sent the following message to congress 
yesterday afternoon; 


To tbe Congress: 


Tue rejection by the senate of the 
treaty lately negotiated for the settle- 
ment and adjustment of the diffiouities 
existing between the United* States and 
Great Britain, conoerning the rights and 
privileges of American fishermen in the 
ports and waters of British North Amer- 
ica, seems to justify a survey of the con- 
dition to whioh the pending question is 
thus remitted. 


The treaty upon this snbjeot con- 
claded in 1818, through disagreements 
as to the meaning of its terms, has been 
a fruitful /source of irritation and 
tronble. -Our oitiaens engaged in fish- 
ing enterprises in waters adjaoent to 
U!tD&d& have been subjected to numer- 
ons vexations, interferences and annoy- 
a.<jt.-ebj tLeir vessels have been seized 
npoii pretexts which appeared to be en- 
tirely inadmissible, and they have been 
otherwise treated by the Canadian au- 
thcriiies and officials in a manner inex- 
cnsably harsh and oppressive. 
This 
conilnct has been justified by Qreat 
Bniaiu and Canada by the claim that 
the treaty of 1818 permitted it, and upon 
t.i f ground that it was necessary to the 
proper protection of Canadian interests. 
\\ e deu^v tiiat that treaty's agreements 
jUhtiiy ihe&e acts, and we farther main- 
tain that, aside from any treaty re- 
straints, f f disputed interpretations, the 
rtiaiive pcftitions oi the United States 
and Canada as neighbors, the growth of 
our ioint commerce, the development 
and prosperity of both countries, wluch 
amicable relations surely guarantee, and 
above all, the liberty a ways extended 
by tbe Uiiited Stutes to the people of 
Oau^idu, furnidh motives for kindness 
and oonuideration higher and better 
thtin treaty covenants. 


While xeeniy sensitive to all that was 
exasperating in the condition, and by no 
meiuiu indi-4pu9ed to support the just 
coiupiaints of our injured Citixeus, I stiil 
deem it my daty for the presurvatiou of 
important American interests 
whioh 
Were directly involved, and in view of all 
the detaiis of the situation, to attempt 
by aegotiationa to remedy 
existing 
wiungs atict tu fiualiy terminate by a fuir 
aud juet treaty these ever*reoarriug 
caaaes of lifflonlty. I fully believe fcnit 
the treaty just rejected by the senate WM 
well Baited to the exigency and that its 
proviHiuns were adequate for our securi- 
ty in the future from vexatious incideuts 
and for tiie promotion of friendly ueigh- 
borbood and intimacy, without sacrifiu- 
ing in the least our national pride or dig- 
nity. 


I am quite coneoione that neither my 
opinion of the valne ^.f iht: rejected treaty 
nor the motives which prompted its ne- 
gotiaiiojK are of importance in the judg- 
mt-ni of the senate thereupon. But it is 
cf importance 1o note that this treaty 
iiiiB been rejected without any apparent 
«iispr sitinn on the part of the senate to 
alter or amt nd its provisions, and with 
t(">eTl'leut intention, not wanting ex- 
preBbi.>u, tbiiL no negotiation should ut 
pre^nnt be concluded touching the mat- 
ter at issue. 


The co-operation necessary for the ad 
jaf>tib'ut of the long standing national 
differeacefl with whioh we have to deal, 
by methodii of conference and agree- 
m«ur, having thus been declined, I am 
by no means disposed to abandon the 
interests aud the rights of our people in 
the premises, or to neglect their gri«iV 
ances; and I therefore tarn to the COQ' 
temptation of a plan of retaliation as a 
mode which still remains of treating > tie 
situation. 
I am not unmindful of the 
gravity of the responsibility assumed 
adopting this line of conduct, nor do I 
f>iil in the least to appreciate its serious 
const quences. 
It will be Impossible to 
injure cur Canadian neighbors t^y re- 
taliatory 
measures without inlicting 
some damage upon onr own oitiaens. 
This results from our proximitv , our 
community of interest, and the inevit- 
able commingling of the butiness enter- 
prises which have been developed by 
mutual activity. 


Plainly stated, the policy of national 
retaliation manifestly eabraoes the in- 
fliction of the greatest harm upon those 
who have injured ns, with the least pos- 
sible damage to ourselves. 
There is al- 
so an evident propriety as well as an in 
vitation to moral support, found in visit- 
ing npon the offending party the same 


necessary and desirable to render efPco 
tive the policy I have indioated. 
The 
congress has already passbd a law whioh 
received executive assent, on the 8rd of 
March, 1887, providing that in case 
American flshiag vessels, being visited 
in the waters, or at any of the ports of 
the British dominions of North America, 
sbonld be, or lately had been, deprived 
of tbe rights to whioh they were entitled 
bv the treaty or law, or f thf^y were do- 
Died certain other 
privileges therein 
specified, or vexed and harassed in the 
enjoyment of the same, the president 
might deny to vessels and their masters 
and orews of the British dominions of 
North America any entrance into the 
waters, ports or harbors of the United 
States, and also deny entry into any port 
or place of the United States of any pro- 
duct of said dominions, or other goods 
coming from said dominion to 
the 
United States. 
While I shall not heai- 
tate, upon proper occasions, to enforce 
this kOt, it would seem to be unneces- 
sary to suggest that if such enforoemeut 
is limited in such manner as shall result 
in the least possible injury to our own 
people, the effeot would probably be eu- 
terely inadequate to the aooomplishmeut 
of tbe purpose desired. 


I deem it my duty, therefore, to call 
attention of the congress to certain pur- 
ticulara in the actions of the authorities 
of the Dominion of Canada, in addiiion 
to tbe general allegations already made, 
which appear to be in such marked con- 
trast to the liberal and friendly disposi- 
tion of our county as in my opinion to 
call for snoh legislation as will, upon the 
principles already stated, properly sup- 
plement the power to inaugurate retalia- 
tion already invasted in the executive. 


Actuated by the generous and neigh- 
borly spirit whioh has cr>araoterized our 
legislation, our tariff laws have, since 
1866, been so far waived in favor of 
Canada as to allow free of doty the 
transit across the territory of the U'JIN d 
States of property arriving at on.- p ¡ris 
and destined to Canada or exported 
from Canada to other counties. 
vViitin 
tbe treaty of Washington was negotiated 
in 1871 between the United Htates aud 
Oreat Britain, having for its objes very 
largely the mc hficatlon of that treaty of 
1818, the privileges above referred to 
were made reciprocal aud given in return 
by Canada to tbe United States in the 
following language contained in the 
twenty-ninth article of said treaty: 


It is agreed that, for the term of years 
mentioned in art, 38 of this treaty, 
goods, wares or merchandise arriving at 
the points of New Tork, Boston and 
Portland, and other ports in the United 
States which have been or may from 
time to time be specifically designed by 
tbe president of the United States and 
dOiitined for her Britannic majesty's pos- 
sessiouH in North 
America may be 
entered at the proper custom house and 
conveyed in transit without the pay- 
ment uf duties, through the territory of 
the United States, under such rules, reg- 
niations and conditions for t e protec- 
tion of tbe revenue as the government of 
the United States may from time to time 
prescribe, and under like rales, regula- 
tions and conditions, gc3dfl, wares or 
merchandise may be conveyed in transit 
without the payment ut duties from 
such possessions through the territory 
of tbe United States. 


It is furttier agreed that, for the like 
period, goods, wares or merchandise ar- 
riving at auy of the ports of her Britan- 
nic majesty's possessions in North Amer 
Ica and destined for the United States, 
maybe entered at the roper cust< m- 
house and conveyed in transit, without 
the payment of duties, through the said 
possessions under such rules aud regula- 
tions and conditions for the protection 
of the revenue as the governments of 
the said possessiobs may from time to 
time prescribe, and under like rule and 
regulations and conditions, goods, wares 
or merchandise may be conveyed in 
transit, without payment of duties from 
the United States through the said 
possessions to other places in the Unite I 
States, or for export from ports in the 
said possessions. 


In the year 1886 notice was received 
by the representatives of our govern 
ment that our fishermen would no longer 
be allowed to ship their fish, in bond 
and free of duty, throagh Cauadii 
territory to this country, and ever siulfl 
that time such nbipmeiit has 
been 
denied. Tbe privilege of such sLip- 
ment, which has been ext.nde<i to our 
fishermen, was a most important one, 
allowing them to spend their time upon 
the fbhing grounds, which would other- 
wise be devoted to a voyage home, with 
their oatoh, and doubling their (^por 
tnnities for profitably prosecuting their 
vocation. In forbidding the transit of 
the catch of our fisherman over thehr 
territory in bond and free of duty the 
Canadian anthorities deprivi ns of the 
only faoilUy dependent upon the con- 
oession, aud for whioh we could supply 
no substituts. The vslne to the do- 
minion of Canada of the privilege of 
transit for their exports and imports 
aeroes onr territory, and to and from 
onr ports, though great in every aspect, 
will be better appreciated wuen it is re- 
membered that for a considsrable por- 
tion ol each year the St. Lawrence river, 
whioh eonstitntes the direct avenue of 


stipnlation entered into by onr govern- 
ment %as in harmony with laws which 
were then on our statute books and are 
stili in force. I raeommend immediate 
I^fislative aetion conferring upon the 
I executive the power to suspend by 
' proolamation the operation of all laws 
and relations permitting the transit of 
goods, wares and merohandise in bond 
across or over the territory of the United 
States to or from Canada. There need 
be no hesitation in suspending these 
laws, arising from the supposition that 
their continuance is seemed by treaty 
obligations, for it seems quite plain 
that art. 29 of the treaty of 1871, which 
was the only article incorporating such 
laws, termiuated the 1st of July, 1886. 
The article itself declares that its pro- 
visions shall be in foroe "for the term of 
years mentioned in art. 88 of this 
treaty.'^ Turning to art 88, we find 
no mention of the twenty-ninth article, 
bnt only a provision that arts. 18 to 25 
inclusive, and art. 30 shall take effeot 
as soon as the laws required to carry 
them into operation shall be passed by 
the legislative bodies of the different 
oountries concerned, and that "they 
shall remain in force for ten years from 
the date at which they may come into 
operation and further until the expira- 
tion of two years after either of the high 
contracting parties shall have given no- 
tice to the other of its wish to terminate 
the same." 


I am of the opinion that the "term of 
years mentioned in art. 83," referred to 
in art. 29. as the limit of its duration, 
means the period during whieh arts. 18 
to 26 inclasive, and art 
80, commonly 
called the "fl heries articles," shall con 
tinue in force under the language of said 
art. 83. 


That the joint high commissionerà 
who negotiated the treaty so understood 
and intended the phrase is certain, for 
iu a statement containing an aooount of 
the negotiations, prepared nnder their 
supervision and approved by them, we 
find the following entry on the snbjeot: 
'The transit question was discusse d, 
aud it was agreed that any settlement 
that might be made should iuolnde a re- 
oiprooal arrangement in that respect for 
the peilod for whioh the fishery article 
shall be in forca." 


In addition to this very 8atisfaot3ry 
evidence supporting this constrncliou of 
the language of art. 29, it will be found 
that the law passed by congress to carry 
the treaty into effeot furnishes conclosive 
proof of the correctness of such con- 
struction. 


This law was passed March 1, 1873, 
and is entitled "An act to carry into ef- 
feot the provisions of the treaty between 
the United States and Oreat (Britain, 
signed In Washington May 8, 1871, re- 
lating to the fisheries." 


Aftur providing in its first and second 
sectious for putting in operation arts. 18 
to 25 inclusive, and art. 30 of the treaty, 
the third seation is devoted to art. 29. as 
follows: 


Seo. 3. That from the date of the 
president's proclamation authorised by 
the tiidt section of this act, and so long 
as arts. 18 to 25 inclusive and art. 30 of 
said treaty shall remain in force accord- 
ing to tiie terms and conditions of art. 


of sjid treaty, all goods, wares and 
mercb>tLdi6e arriving, etc.," following; in 
tbe remainder of the section the precise 
words of the stipulation on the part of 
the On.ted States as contained in art. 
29, wuicb I have already fully quote j. 


Here, tút^n, is a distinct enactment of 
the congress limiting the dmration of 
this article of the treaty to the time the 
arts. 18 to 25 inclusive and art. 30 should 
oontiunb m foroe. That in fixing snoh 
limitation it but gave the meaning of 
the treaty itself is indioatsd by tbe fB3t 
that its purpose is declared to be t3 
carry int ) effeot the provisions of the 
taeaty, aud by the farther faot that this 
law appears to have been submitted be- 
fore ihe promulgation of the treaty to 
certain members of the joint high com- 
mission representing both countiles, and 
met with no objection or dissent. 


There appearing to be no confiiot or 
ine »usistency between the treaty and 
the act of the congress last cited, it is 
not ueotpsaiy to invoke the well-settled 
principle that in case of such conflict the 
statute governs the question. 


In any event, and whether the law of 
187d oonstures the treaty or governs it, 
sec. 29 of such treaty, I have no doubt, 
terminated with the proceedings taken 
l&y our government to terminate articles 
18 to 25 inolnsive, and art 80 of the 
treaty 
rhese proceedings had their in- 
ception in a joint resolution of congress 
past-ed Miiy 8, 1883, declaring that i a 
the judgement of congress these articles 
oufc'ht to be terminated and directing 
the president to give the notice to the 
govern inout of Oreat Britain provided 
for ii art 33 of the treaty. Such notice 
having been given two years pripr to the 
Ist day of July, 1885, the articles men- 
tioned were absolutely terminated on 
the last day named, and with them art 
29 was alsü termmated. 


If by any lauguage nsed in the joint 
restimtiou it was intended to relieve sec. 
8 of the act of 1874 embodying art. 29, 
of itie irdaty from its own limitation or 
t J save thu urtioie itself, I am entirely 
satistieci tbüt the intention miscarried. 
Bnt biatiiteti granting fo the people of 
Gantida the valuable privileges of transit 
for inviir goüds from our ports and over 
our soil which had been passed prior to 
, that making of the trea y of 1871 and

PresMeal Clevelané's Message to Con- 
gress on the FIslieiles Treaty 
Oaases latease Kieite- 
BiMt la Canada. 


OTTAWA, Canada, Ang. 24.—The an- 
nonneement that the president has re- 
commended legislation empowering the 
abolition of the bonding system has 
eaused much surprise 
From what oan 
be gleaned from the members of the cab- 
inet at present at the capital it wonld 
seem that the proposed action causes 
much more surprise than alarm. 


JUoNTBaAii, Canada, Aug. 24.—The 
news of President Cleveland's message 
to congress, asking power to enforce re- 
taliation against Canada, caused intense 
excitement in this oity. That a severe 
blow will be stiuok at the prosperity of 
the dominion if congress sanctions this 
policy of non-intercoarse is admitted by 
all. 


Politicians give it as their opinion that 
all Canada oo^d do wonld be to assume 
the defensive, pursue her own policy as 
if notning had happened, and await the 
time when the American people, particu* 
larly those of the northwestern states, 
should grow weary of the confinement 
of their natural trade, which, it is pre- 
dicted, would be but in a very few 
mouths. 


A high offlcial of the Grand Trunk 
company expressed the opinion that in 
the event of non-interuourse, it wotild be 
very serious to the Grand Trunk rail- 
road, and also be disastrous to such 
roads 
as

of 
Ontario. 
He regard<3d it simply as a stroke of 
policy on the part of the president to in- 
jure the republicans in Minnesota and 
Maine, where the effects of the non-in- 
tercourse law would be espeoialiy ex- 
perienced. 


Hugh McLennon, a leading grain ex- 
porter of the port, said free canals were 
the only remedy. If the United Stat< s 
were to put a heavy toll on the vessels 
passing throng the "Zoo" canal, Mon- 
treal grain men might as well close up. 
Trade would be diverted to the Buffalo 
aud St. Lawrence route and the port of 
Montreal would be left dependent on 
Canadian grain.

•Btnwd)erry."—A fruit. The word k 
Bade «p of "straw" and "beny." 
The 
Aryan root of straw is a star, which 
Vieans to strew—the star being a strewer 
•f light. 
By the time the Aryan root 
has passed through several changes in 
passing from Asia to the Anglo-Saxon 
land it has become strae. 
Straw is a 
cormption of strae, which means to 
stray. 
The strawberry is a straying 
X)lwt—is a stray-berry in reality, but 
owing to the corruption noted known as 
strawberry. So star and strawberry are 
both from the same Ayran word. 
Both 
are beautiful. "Berry" comes from the 
Sanskrit bhas, to eat. 
In the Anglo- 
Saxon it is berga, and in the Gottic, 
bhas, the same as in the older tongue, 
the Sanskrit. The sense of bhas seems 
to be "edible fruit." 


"Baspberry."—The 
old 
name 
rtupise-berry. In fact, 
as may be 
n o t ^ in Bacon's Essay, the fruit was 
called raspes, without the berry, whioh 
seems to have a modem addition. 
In 
Italian it is rnspo, a rasp, a rough im- 
plement, which quality this fruit is sup- 
posed to resemble—hence its name— 
rasp-berry. 


"Gooseberry."—The word haft noth- 
ing to do with goose. The p/ope,* name 
is groise-heny. The word is krus, or 
kroes, crisp^.^ curling, or 
frizzled— 
which relates to the condition of the 
surface of the rougher kinds of the wild 
gooseberry. 


"Huckleberry.*—The same as whor- 
fleberry, both variants of hurtieberry, 
which is but a corruption of the old 
English heorot, a hart (a male deer) 
and berige, berry.— Davenport Deino- 
nrai. 


A Kiovel Uustom. 
A novel custom is observed in the 
Church of St. Ives, Hants, England. A 
correspondent 
describes 
it: "On -a 
table in the church at the chancel steps 
were placed six bibles, and near them 
a box and three dice. 
Six boys and six 
girls, solemnly watched over by the 
vicar, and . crowd of ])arishioners threw 
dice eat", three times to see which 
should have the six bibles. Three went 
to the boys and three to the girls. This 
remarkable "ustom dates from 1678,

men to send their fish to their home 
market tiuroagh her territoiy in bonJ, 
the people of that dominion have en- 
joyed, without diminution, the advant- 
ages of our liberal and general lawa. 
Without basing our complaint upon a 
violation of the treaty ooligations, it is 
nevertheless true that such refusal of 
transit and the other injurious acts 
which have been recited constitute a 
provoking insistance upon righta neither 
mitigated by the amenities of national 
intercourse nor modified by the recogni- 
tion of our liberality and generous con- 
siderations. 


The history of events connected with 
this subject makes it manifest that the 
Canadian government can, if so disposed, 
administer its law and protect the inter- 
ests of its people without the manifesta- 
tion of unfriendliness and without the 
unneighborly treatment of our fishing 
vessels of which we have justly com- 
plained, and whatever is done on our 
part should be done in the hope that the 
disposition of the Canadian government 
may remove the occasion of a resort to 
the additional executive power 
now 
sought through legislative action 


I am satisfied that npoffithe principles 
which should govern retaliation, our inter- 
course and relations with the dominion 
of Canada furnished no better oppor- 
tunity for its application than is sug- 
gest^ by the conditions herein pre- 
sented; and that it could not be more 
effectively inaugurated than under the 
power of suspension recommended. 


While I have expressed my clear con- 
viction upon the question of the con- 
tinuance of sectíou 27 of the treaty of 
1871,1, of course, fully concede the 
power and the duty of the congress, in 
contemplating legislative action to con- 
strue the terms of any treaty stipulation 
which might upon any possible consid- 
eration of good faith limit such action, 
and likewise the peculiar property in 
the case here presented of its interpre- 
tation of its own language contained in 
the laws of 1878 pntting into operation 
said treaty, and of 1883 dfarecting the 
termination thereof: and if, in the de- 
liberate judgment of congreas, and re- 
straint to the proposed legislation ex- 
ists, it is to be hoped that tue expe- 
diency of its early removal will be re- 
T 
ticed. 


desire to call the attention of the 
congress to another subject involving 
such wrongs and unfair treatment to 
our citizens as in my opinion require 
prompt action: 


The navigation of the great lakes and 
the immense business and cairymg Irrdo 
growing out of the same have been 
treated broadly and lib3rally by the 
United States goveinment, and made 
free to all mankind, while Cansdian rail- 
roads and navigation companies share in 
our country transportation upon tsrms 
as favorable as are accorded to our own 
citisens. 


The cana!s and other public works 
bui>.t and maintained by the government 
along the line of the lakes are made frrs 
to all, In contrast to this condition, and 
evincing a nai^ow and ungenerous com- 
mercial spiiit, evexf lc3k and every 
canal which is a public work of the do- 
minion of Canada is subjcst to tolls and 
charges. By article tweaty-seven of the 
treaty of 1871, provision was made to 
sesure to the citizens of the United 
States the use of the Welland, St. Law- 
rence and other Canedian canals, on 
terms of cqnality ^ith the inhabitants of 
the domiuion and to also seanre to the 
subjeats of Great Britain the use of St. 
Clair fiats canal on terms of equality 
with the inhabitants of the United 
States. 


The eqnality with the inhabitants of 
the dom^üion which we were promised 
in the use of the oaaals of Oanada, did 
not secure to ns freedom from toiis 
their navigation, but we hai a right to 
expect that we, beiag Americans and in- 
terestud in AmaiiCan commerce, wonid 
be no more burdened in regard to the 
same than Canedians engaged in their 
own trade; and the whole spirit of the 
concession mede was, or should have 
been, that merchaudise and property 
transported to an 
Ameiican 
mark.t 
through these canals should not be en- 
hanced in the C39t by tolls many times 
higher than such as ^;we carried to an 
adjoining Canadian miirket. 
All our 
citisens, prodnc3ts and consumers, as 
well as vessel owners, were to enjoy the 
equality promised, and yet evidence has 
for some time been before the congress, 
furnished by the secretary of the treas- 
ury, showing that while the tolls charged 
in the first instance are ¡the same to all, 
such vessels and cargoes as are destined 
to certain Canadian ports are allowed a 
refnnd of nearly the entire toils, t?bile 
those bound for 'American ports are not 
allowed any such advant ge. 


To promise eqaality, and then in 
practice make it conditional apon onr 
vessels doing Canadian business iosteed 
of their own« is to fulfill a promise with 
the shadow of pnrlormanoe. 


I recommend that such legislation be 
had as will give Canadian vessels navi- 
gating onr canals and their cargoes pre- 
ciaely the advaotages granted to onr 
vessels and cargoes upon Canadian ca- 
nals, and that the same be measured 
by exactly tne same rule of discrimina- 
tion. 


The course I have outlined and the 
recommendations made relate to the 
honor and dignity of our country and 
the prot3ctiou and preservation of the 
lights and interests of all onr people. 


A government does but half its duty 
when it protects its clticens at home and 
permits them to be imposed upon und 
humiliated by the unfair and 
over 
reaching disposition of other nations. If 
we rnvits onr people to rely upon ar- 
rangements 
made for 
their benefit 
abroad, we shoald see to it that they are 
not deceived, and it we are generous and 
liberal to a neighboring country, onr 
people should reap the advantage of it 
by a return of the liberality and gener- 
osity, 


These are subjects which partisanship 
should not d<«tnrb or confuse. 
Let os 
survey the gronud calmly and moderate- 
ly, and having put aei le other means of 
settlement, 'if we enter upon the policy 
of retaliatton, let us pursue it firmly, 
with a determination only to subserve 
the interests of our people and maintain 
the high atandard and becoming pride 
of American citiaenship.

"Be it enacted, etc., that whenever 
the president may deem it his duty to 
exercise any ef the powers givea to him 
by an act entitled *an act to protect and 
defend the righta of American fishing 
vessels,' it shall be lawful for the presi- 
dent in his discretion, by proclamation 
to that effect, to suspend, in wh(4e or in 
part, the transportation of goods, wares 
and merchandise, import^ 
or 
ex- 
ported 
from 
any foreign 
country, 
except Canada, in bond and without the 
pavment of duties to or from the British 
dominions in North America, across the 
territory of the United States, custom 
ofiicers to collect the tolls levied under 
this act. 


"Whenever the president is satisfied 
that there is any discrimination what- 
ever In the use of the Welland canal, the 
St. Lawrence river canal, the Chambly 
canal, or either of them, whether by 
tolls, drawbacks, refund of toll or other- 
wise, which is or may be detrimental to 
the interests of the United States, or any 
of its citisens, it shall be lawful for the 
president, in his discretion, to issue a 
proslamation to that effect, whereupon 
there shall be collected a toll of 20 cents 
a ton on every foreign vessel and her 
cargo pessing through either the Sauit 
Ste Marie canal or the St. Clair Flats 
canal, and the secretary of the treasury 
may authoriae and direst any of the 
customs officers to collect the tolls levied 
by this aet. The president, when satis- 
fied tliat such discrimination has ceased, 
may issue ids proclamation to that effect 
in his discretion, whereupon the tolls 
authorised by tliis act shall no longer be 
collected."

Quant* of diffloaUy.

the treaty ju«t rejected by the aenate Wtrt 
wull united to the exigency and that it* 
prcmniotia warn adequate for onr necori. 
y In ttto fatare from TMatioaalneldeuta 
anil for tlie promotion of frleudly uelgh- 
borfaood and Intimacy, without laorlflo* 
Dg In the least our national pride or dig- 
uity. 


I am quite oonaoionn that neither my 


opinion of the valne of the rejected treaty 
nor the motives wLioh prompted ita ne- 
gotiniioiiM arc of importance in the judg- 
luvnl ot the senate therenpon. But it IB 
ol inip-jitance to note that thin treaty 
lituj been rejected without any apparent 
t.iapOHitt.iu on the part of the aeuttta to 
nltiir or amend itB provision!, and with 
UictGvMtjut Intention, not wanting ox* 
pteutiou, thid no negotiation ehonld at 
preeont beconolnded touching the mat- 
ter at inane. 


The co-operation neoeeflary for tbe ad 


jnatniciitol the long standing national 
(JlffereiiOBU witli which we havu to deal, 
Ity methods of conference and agree- 
ment, having thns been deoltued, I am 
by no moana dlepoeed to abandon the 
iuteroflla aiid the rlghta ol oar people in 
the premies, or to neglect their griev- 
ances; and I therefore torn to the con- 
templation of a plan of retaliation BB a 
mode which atill remains of treating i lie 
aituation. 
X am not unmindful of the 


gravity of the responsibility asauDied m 
adopting thii line of condnot, nor do I 
fnil in the least to appreciate lia aeriona 
oouflt-qncncee. 
It will be Impossible to 


injure onr Oonadian nolgbbon by re- 
taliatory meaanres without inflicting 
some damage npon onr own oitiaena. 
Thla remit* from oar pioximltv, oar 
commnnity of Interest, and the inevit- 
able commingling of the bntlnem enter- 
prifiM which have been developed by 
mutual activity. 


Plainly atated, tbe policy of national 


retaliation mnnifeetly embraces the in- 
fliction of tbe greatest harm npon those 
who have injured us, with the leant pofl- 
Hiblo damage to ouraelvee. 
There in al- 


BO an evident propriety as well an an in- 
vitation to moral (rapport, found in visit- 
Ing upon the offending patty the same 


measure of kind treatment of which w» 
complain, and BB f ar aa puaslblo within 
tbe earne lines. 
And above nil tnlnga, 


the plan of retaliation, if entetml upon, 
ehonld be thorough and vigorous. 


These aouaidcrationB lead me, at thfs 


time, to invoke the aid and counsel 
of the congress and its rapport in each 
• farther grant of power Mseemstome 
neceesary and desirable to render effeo* 
tive the policy I have indicated. 
Tha 


congreen bae already paaaud a law which 
received exccntlve asaent, on the 3rd of 
March, 1887, providing that fn case 
American fijbiBg veseela, buing visited 
n the waters, or at an; of the ports of 
tho British dominions of North America, 
should be, or lately had been, deprived 
of tlie rights to which they were entitled 
y the trmty or law, or f tupy were de- 
nied certain other privilege therein 
Bpvoifled, or vexed and hummed in tbe 
enjoyment of the same, the president 
might deny to vowels and their matters 
aud crews of the British dominions of 
North America any entrance into the 
waters, porta or harbors of the United 
Mates, and also deny entry into any port 
or place of tho United States of any pro- 
dnet of aald dominions, or other goods 
coming from said dominion to the 
United States. 
While 1 shall not heaj. 


Ate, npon proper occasions, to enforce 
;bta hot, it woold seem to be nnueees- 
eary to suggest that if such enforcement 
B limited to raeh manner as shall result 
in tbe least possible Injury to nor own 
Kople, tbe effect would probably be eu- 
terely inadequate to the aooompltuhmeut 
of tbe pnrpose desired. 


I deem It my duty, therefore, to e»)l 


attention of tbe eongreas to certain pur- 
Moolars In the aotioni of the anthorltiaa 
of the Dominion of Uaoada, iu addition 
t« tbe general allegations already made, 
whluh appear to be In snob marked Con- 
tra.! to the liberal and friendly dbpoai. 
ion of oar ooantty as in my opinion to 
oall for sooh legislation as will, upon tbe 
prindplea already stated, properly sup- 
Cement the power to inaugurate retalia- 
tion already lnv«sted in the exeootire. 


Aotnated by the generous and neigh- 


xwly spirit which has ctaractwlied our 
eglalatlon, onr tariff laws haTu, since 
1988, been so far waived in faTor of 
Canada as to allow free of doty the 
nnait aoroastbe territory of 1h« United 
)tat«a of property arriving at pur pnrts 
nnd deftfnea to Canada or eiporlitd 
from Canada to other oonntlea. 
\Vhva 


tli« treaty of Washington WIN negotiated 
n 1871 between tbe United Htutua aud 
Great Britain, having for ltn ohjea very 
argely tbe me tiflcatlon of that trt-aiy of 
1818, tbe privlligta above referred to 
were made reciprocal and given In retain 
by Canada to tbe United Btates ID the 
following language contained In the 
tweuty-nlntb article of said treaty: 


It Is agreed that, for the tern of yean 


mentioned in art, 88 of thfs treaty, 
{oods, ware* or merchandise arriving at 
be points of New York. Boston and 
Portland, and other ports in the United 
Itatei which have been or may from 
time to time bo spuclQoally designed by 
the president of the United States and 
dentlned for ber Britannic majesty's pos- 
soBBloDH in North America may be 
entered at tbo proper custom boose and 
convoyed In transit, without the pay- 
ment of datlea, through tho territory of 
the United Htates, under Bnoh rnlas, teg- 
nlations and conditions for t e protec- 
tion of the revenue as tbe government of 
the United Htates may from time to time 
prescribe, and ondor like ralea, regnla- 
lions and conditions, gcads, wares or 
merchandise may be conveyed la transit 
Without the payment ot dntie* from 
each possessions through the territory 
ol tbe United States. 


It is further agreed that, for the like 


period, goods, warea or merchandise ar- 
riving at atiy of tbe port? of her Britan- 
nic majeety'spOMeflnionaln North Amer 
tea and destined lor tbe United States, 
maybe entered at the roper onaUm- 
honse and conveyed in transit, wtthont 
the payment of duties, through tbe said 
poB^caaiona under snob ralea aiid regula- 
tions and comiltlona for the protection 
of the revenue as the governments of 
the said poaaeasious may from time to 
time prescribe, and under like rale and 
regulations and conditions, goods, wares 
or merchandise may be conveyed in 
transit, without payment of duties from 
the United States through the Bald 
posBeeaiona to other places in tbe Unite:! 
States, or for export from ports In tbe 
said poBseBfltona. 


In the year 1886 notice was received 


by tbe representatives of oar govern- 
TCLHK" that oar flsbermen would no longer 
be allowed to ship their fien, iu bond 
and free' of dnty, through Canadian 
territory to tbta country, and ever nine! 
that time snob Miipment baa been 
denied. Tbe privilege of anoh ship- 
ment, which has liotrit citendon to our 
fishermen, was a most impurttmt one, 
allowing them to spend tbelr time npon 
the fishing grounds, which would other- 
wise be devoted to a voyage home,< with 
their catch, and doubling their oppor- 
tunities for profitably proBBontlng their 
vocation. In forbidding tho transit of 
the catch of our fisherman over their 
territory fn bond and free of dnty the 
Canadian authorities deprived us ol tbo 
only facility dependent npon the con- 
cession, and for which we* ooald unpply 
no substitute. The value to the do- 
minion of Canada of tho privilege ol 
transit for their exports »nd imports 
ftoroes our territory, and to and from 
onr ports, though great in ever; aspect, 
will be better appreciated wtten it is re- 
membered that for a considerable por- 
tion ol each year tbo Bt, L^wreuco rivor, 
which constitutes the direct u venue u: 
forelgh commerce leading to Uuu^ln, iu 
oloaed by ice. 
During the last six yeara the imports 


and export* of British Canadian provin- 
ces, carried across onr territory, under 
the privileges granted by onr laws, 
amounted in value to nbout $270,000,- 
000, nearly all of which were good i du- 
tiable under oar tariff laws. By far 
the larger portion of this tarfflo con- : 
elated of exchange of goods between! 
Great Britian and ber American provin- 
ce*, brought to and oaidcd from oar 
portal in her own vessels. The treaty 
stipulation entered into by oar govern- 
ment was In harmony with la.m which 
were then on our statute books and are 
still In force. I recommend immediate 
legislative notion conferring upon the 
executive the power to suspend by 
proclamation the operation ot all lawa 1 
and regulations permitting' the transit of 
goods, wares and merchandise in bond 
aoroBB or over tbe territory of the United 
States to or from Cannda. There need 
be no hesitation in suspending these 
laws, arising from the supposition that 
their continuance fa secured by treaty 
obligations, for It ecema quite plain 
that art. 29 uf the treaty of 1871, which 
was the only article incorporating nob, 
lawn, terminated tho 1st of Joly, 1885. 
Tho article itself declares that Its pro- 
visions shall be la force "for the term of 
yean mentioned in art. 88 of tnb 
treaty." Taming to art. 88, we find 
no mention of the twenty-ninth article, 
bat only a provision that arto. 18 to 25 
inclusive, and art. 80 shall take effect 
as Boon SB the laws required to carry 
them Into operation shall be paaeed by 
the legislative bodies of the different 
countries concerned, and that "they 
shall remain in force for ten yean from 
the date at which they may come Into 
operation and farther until the expira- 
tion of two yean after either of the high 
contracting parties shall have gtvan no- 
tice to the other of its with to terminate 
tho eame," 


I am of the opinion that the "term of 
yean mentioned tn art. 88," referred to 
in art 29, H the limit of its duration, 
mvana tbe period daring which arts. 18 
to 96 Inclusive, and art. BO, commonly 
called the "ft heriea artieles," shall con- 
tlnuo in force ander tbe language of said 
art. 88. 


That the joint high commisslonera 


who negotiated the treaty so understood 
and Intended the phrase Is oertaln, for 
la • statement containing »o account of 
the negotiations, prepare] aoder their 


Ind the following entey on the subject: 
"The transit question was diworscd, 
•nd It was agrerJ that any settlement 
that might be nude should fnolvdo a re 
dprocal arrangement in that mpaet fee 
the p«lod for which the fishery ttttele 
•ball be In forci" 
In addition to this very satisfactory 


evidence anpporting thla construction of 
the language of art 89, It will be found 
that the law passed by congress to carry 
the treaty into effect furnishes conclusive 
proof of the correctness of anon can* 
s traction. 


This law was passed March 1, 1878, 
and Is entitled "An act to carry Into ef- 
fect the prorlntons of the treaty bBtwean 
the United Statea and Great Britain, 
signed iu Washington May 8, 1871, re- 
latitig to the fisheries." 


Aftur providing In its first and aeooc ' 


MflUous for putting, in operation aits. 1^ 
to SB inclusive, and art. 30 of the treaty, 
tbe third seation i« devoted to att. 29, as 
follows: 
"See. 8. That from the date of the 


presiduut's proclamation authorised far 
[he lltdt auction of this act, and BO long 
as arts. 18 to 25 inclusive aud art 80 of 
said treaty shall remain iu force accord* 
Ing to the terms and conditions of art 
88 of Buid treaty, all goads, wares aud 
merobdLdtee arriving, etc.," following in 
tbo remainder of tbe suction the precise 
words of the stipulation on the part of 
the 0 iiited States aa contained in art 
29, wiiloh 1 have already fully quoted. 


Here, then, la a distinct enactment of 


the oongrtas limiting the duration of 
this article of the treaty to the time the 
arts. 18 to '26 Inclusive and art SOahoald 
aontiuuu in force. That in firing snob 
limitation it but gava the meaning of 
the treaty itself it indicated by the hot 
that IU purpose la declared 10 be t3 
carry Into effect the provMonB of the 
taeaty. aud by the farther fact that this 
law appears to have beenaubmttted be- 
fore the promulgation of the treaty to 
certain members ot tbe joint high com- 
mission representing both cannttlea, and 
met with, no objection or dissent 


There appearing to bs no conflict or 


Inc niHlateucy between the treaty and 
the aot of tbe congress last cited, it fa 
not ueoceaary to invoke the wall-settled 
principle that in case of such conflict the 
statute governs the question. 


In any event, and whether the law of 


1878 oonBturea tho treaty or governs It, 
sec, 29 of such treaty, I have no doubt, 
terminated with the proceedings taken 
6y onr government to terminate articled 
18 to 2f> Inclusive, and art 80 of tbe 
treaty 
These proceedings hud their in- 


ception in a joint resolution of congress 
packed Mityfl, 1883, declaring that iu 
the judgement olrongreeBtheee article* 
ought to be terminated and directing 
the president to give- the notice to the 
government of Great Britain provided 
for ia art 33 of tbe treaty. Snob notice 
having been given two yeara prlpr to tbe 
let day of July, 1885, tho articles men- 
tioned woro absolutely terminated on 
the last ilay named, and with them art. 
39 was alBO terminated, 


If by any language used in the joint 


resolution it WJB intended to relieve see. 
8 of tlto aot, of 1871 embodying art, 29, 
ol tuu treaty from its own limitation or 
tjeuve tbo iirtioie itself. I am entirely 
Hatlstleil ihttL iho intention miscarried. 
Bnl ni Aimed granting to tlie people ol

Aryan root of straw is a star, which 
Veans to strew — tho star being astrewer 
•flight. By the time the Aryan root 
has passed through several change! in 
passing from Asia to the Anglo-Saxon 
land it lias become strac. Straw is a 
corruption of stroo, which means to 
fllray. The strawberry is a straying 
plant — is a Bfcray-berry in reality, but 
owing to the corruption noted known as 
strawberry, go star and strawberry arc 
both front tho sumo Ayran word. Both 
are beautiful. "Berry" comes from thb 
Sanskrit bhas, to eat. In the Anglo- 
Saxon it is berga, and in the Gothic, 
bhae, the same as in the older tongue, 
the Sanskrit. Tho sense of bhas seems 
to be "edible fruit."

The history of events connected with 
ill sabjeot mskes It manifest that the 
Canadian government can, if so disposed. 


administer its law and protect tho inter- 
ests of its people without tne manifesta- 
tion of unfriendliness and without the 
nnneighboriy treatment of oar fishing 
easels of which we have justly com- 
tlafned, and whatever is done on our 
«rt should be done in the hope that the 
lapoaltlon of the Canadian government 


may remove the occasion of a resort to 
be additional executive power now 
ought through legislative action, 
I am latfBfled that nposjgthe principles 


which should govetnretal)atlon,oaz]nter- 
ooane and relations with the dominion 
of Canada famished no better oppor- 
tunity for Its application than Is sug- 
gested by the conditions herein pre- 
sented; and that it could not be more 
effectively inaugurated than nnder the 
tower of suspension recommended. 


While I have expressed my clear oon- 


vietion upon tho question of the con- 
inoanoe of seotlou 37 of the treaty ol 
1871, 1, of coarse, fully concede the 
rower and the duty of the congress, in 
contemplating legislative action to con- 
strue the terms of any treaty stipulation 
wbleb might upon anv possible consid- 
eration of good faith limit each action, 
and likewise the peculiar property In 
the osse here presented of Its interpre- 
•tion of Its own language contained In 
the laws of 1878 putting Into operation 
•aid treaty, and of 1888 directing the 
«rmination thereof: and if , in the de- 
liberate judgment of congress, and re- 
straint to the propoaed legislation ex* 
fats, It Is to be hoped that tue expe- 
diency of Its early removal will be re- 
cognised. 


I desire to call the attention of the 


congress to another svbjeet involving 
soon wrongs and unfair treatment to 
omreitiaensas in my opinion require 
prompt action: 


The navigation of the great lakes and 


the Immense business and Dairying lrr.de 
growing out of the same have been 
treated broadly and lltnrally by tbe 
United BtattB govetoment and made 
free to all mankind, while Oantdlan rail- 
roads and navigation eompanles •bare In 
oar country transportation upon tsnn 
as favorable as are accorded to oar own 
eiliioM.

to all, ID oon.T»'t to thii condition, an

By article twenty-seven of the 
treaty of lift, provision was made t 
scaon to the dtfaen-. of the Unite 
States the n«e of the Welland, St. Law 
renee and other Oancdlsa canals, on 
terns of equality vita the inhabitant, of 
thedomlDlon and to also scaare to til 
nabjeats of Qreet Britain the uie of H 
Glair flafa ctnal on terms of cqa»Ut 
with the Inhabitants of the Unite 
Btatei. 


The equality with the Inhabitants of 


thedom<olou which we were promise 
In the nte of the canals of Canada, did 
not secure to ua freedom from tolls f o 
their navigation, bat we hsi a right to 
expect that we, being Americans and In- 
terested la AmerlesQ oommeroe. would 
be no more hardened In regard to the 
same than Gaoidlans engaged In their 
own trade; snd tbe whole spirit of the 
concession mtde was, or should have 
been, that merchandise and property 
transported to an 
Amtaloan market 


through these oanals should not be en- 
hanced In the east by tolls many times 
higher than snob as ^;We carried to an 
adjoining Canadian market 
All our 


etUtens, prodnc3rs and consumers, as 
well as vessel owners, were to enjoy the 
eqnality promised, and yet evidence haa 
for some time been before the congress, 
tarnished by the secretary of the treas- 
ury, ahowing that while the tolls charged 
in the first instance are Jthe same to all, 
anon veas«[S and cargoes aa are destined 
to certain Oantdi&u ports are allowed a 
refund of nearly tho entire tolls, while 
those bound for American ports are not 
allowed any such advant ge. 


To promise eqnality, and then in 


practice make it conditional upon 001 
vessels doing Canadian business instead 
ot their own* IB to fulfill a promise with 
the shadow of potlormanoe. 


I recommend that snob legislation be 


bad as will give Canadian vessels navi- 
gating oar canals and their cargoes pre- 
cise); tho advantages granted to our 
vessels and cargoes upon Canadian ca- 
nals, and that tbe earno be measured 
by exactly tne same rule of discrimina- 
tion. 


The oonraelhave outline a and the 


recommendations made relate to the 
honor and dignity of our country am] 
the protaotiou and preservation of the 
lights and interests of all our pejple. 


A government doea bat half Its duty 


when it protects Its oltisonB at homo and 
parmlts them to be imposed npon nod 
humiliated by the unfair and over 
reaching disposition of other nations, fl 
we invita onr people to rely upon nr- 
rangementa made for 
their benefil 


abroad, wo uhonld BOO to It that they are 
not deceived, and it we aro gonerosa and 
liberal ta a neighboring country, onr 
people ahonld reap the advantage of it 
b; a return of tbe liberality and gener- 
osity. 


These are subjects which partisanship 


ahonld not d'atnrb or confuse. 
Let o? 


anrvey the gronud calmly and moderate- 
ly, and having pat set !e other means of 
Battlement, *i( we enter upon the policy 
of retaliation, lot us ptirsua it firmly, 
with a determiuatUm only to nabac-m 
the imereala of onr people and nmfntntn 
tbe high Bt&ndard and becoming pride 
of American cillienship,

"Whenever the president Is satisfied 


that there h any discrimination what- 
ever In the use of the Welland canal, the 
St. Lawrence river canal, theOhambly 
oanaL or either of them, whether b;

vrtoe, which is or may be detrimental to 
the Interests of tbe United States, or any 
of its eit» mens. it shall be lawful for the
